The official news agency Tass 
said the two leaders began a con­ 
ference in Khrushchev’s study at 
IO a.m. 


This meeting and others during 
Castro’s extended stay are ex­ 
pected to deal with a wide range 
of vital questions, including eco­ 
nomic aid for Cuba, Soviet mili­ 
tary presence on the Caribbean 
island and the problem of armed 
attacks against Castro’s Commu­ 
nist regime. 
The tone for Castro’s visit was 
set during Sunday's welcoming 
ceremonies at Vnukova Airport 
and 
in

Square. 
Veteran 
Western observers said the red 
carpet treatment was the best 
ever accorded a foreigner here. 


Given Bear Hug 


Khrushchev gave the bearded 
Cuban the familiar kiss and bear 
hug as he did when they last met 
at the United Nations in 1960. 


Castro, wearing his familiar 
military garb and a fur hat, was 
cheered by thousands of Rus­ 
sians lining 
the 
12-mile route 
from the airport to Red Square, 
where he was given a 24-gun sa­ 
lute. Thousands more cheered as 
he spoke with Khrushchev from 
atop Lenin’s marble mausoleum. 


The Cuban flew in from Mur­ 
mansk, in the north, where he 
had arrived unannounced from 
Cuba Saturday. His intention to 
visit the Soviet Union at the in­ 
vitation of Khrushchev was dis­ 
closed in Havana last month. 


The length of Castro’s visit has 
not been announced, but it was 
expected to be at least several 
weeks. One of the highlights will 
be the May 
Day celebrations 
Wednesday. 
While outwardly the visit of 
Cuba's leader seemed ail sweet­ 
ness and light, diplomatic observ­ 
ers detected a lack of spark

Feelings Still Ruf Ber 


Some Western observers 
lived Castro’s feelings still 
ruffled over the Kremlin’s deci­ 
sion to pull Soviet rockets out of 
Cuba last fall.

Leonard L. Newman, township 
director of licenses and inspec­ 
tions, disclosed that violation no­ 
tices have been sent to the VA’s 
property management section in 
Philadelphia. 
The notices inform the VA that 
it has two days to start work in 
correcting the conditions or IO 
days in which to appeal the viola­ 
tions. Newman said fines of $25 
a day for each violation could be 
levied 
against the government 
agency if it fails to comply. 
Tour Homes 
Newman and other township of­ 
ficials toured the homes Satur­ 
day, during which time they ob­ 
served blotches of mold on walls, 
paint peeling from the walls and 
veneer finish on furniture warp­ 
ing and curling. 
Three township commissioners. 
Larry Cerasoli, Samuel Delp and 
Arthur F. Diehl Jr., made the in­ 
spection along with Newman and 
Bernard Shearn, former 
assist­ 
ant U.S. attorney who lives in the 
Croydon Acres development at 
101 Nancy Drive. 
Cerasoli, who charged the VA 
with negligence, said the homes 
are “unfit to live in because of 
water condensation forced in by 
the heating system.” 
He explained that the condens i- 
tion comes in from the hot air 
ducts which are imbedded in the 
concrete slab floors of the homes. 
In some of the homes water has 
seeped into the air ducts. Heated 
air forced through the ducts picks 
up the moisture and carries it 
into the homes. 
Cerasoli warned that if the con­ 
ditions are allowed to continue, 
“Croydon Acres will become a 
ghost town with families forced to 
move out.” 
Mr. and Mrs. John Boninkowski 
of 1207 Karen Ave., newlyweds, 
told the touring group they pur­ 
chased their home last December 
and now have to sleep in the liv­ 
ing room because of water in the 
bedrooms. 
Other homes, inspected by the 
group and called “unfit to live

told the township he would press 
for a congressional investigation 
if necessary. 
The more than 20 homes in­ 
volved are among the 475 in the 
development off Route 13.

Off 
to the right of the nave and below 
the second dome will be the choir. 
Focal Point 
The focal point of the exterior 
of Uk church will lie the stained 
glass window directly above the 
entrance.

The public is invited to visit 
the David Library to see the col­ 
lection of more than 600 historic 
documents including original man­ 
uscripts, letters and journals from

The library's collection alfco in­ 
cludes several hundred books and 
original publications relating to 
the American Revolution.
